Last year it
was foar dollars, while under the more evo-
nomical administration of the present Coun-
oils the taxes have been reduced to ons dollar
and forty cents, A more equitable system of
sssemment has been made. No lenger are
fanoy prices put upon real estate, and the
amount of valuation luft entirely to the opinien
of a oorrupt assesgor, or of a chance whim.

Camilla,
“Ar last reports Camilla was quiet I'' Bnoh
are the olosing words of the unrecoustructed
despatob from Angusts, Ga., whioh details the
partionlars of a fearful ﬂot alleged to have
takon place at Camilla, the oconnty seat of
Mitohell county. Three hundred negroes,
headed by two oarpel-baggers, plentifally sup-
plied with war material, and provided with
three weeks' rations, marohed down upon the
town of Camilla, with the serious intention of
“overawing the oitizens and killing the lead
ing Demoorats.” Despite the remonstranoces
of “a depulation of thres prominent citizens;”
thrice repeated, the mob entered the town.
four hundred strong, and began to olamor for
the blood of ‘a4 man named Johns.” Johns
was ghot at, and 80 waa every man that conld
be seen, when the white and black population
of Camilla, with utter extermination staring
them in the fave, rallled to the number of
fifty, and forced the invaders to beat a hasty
retreat. In comeequence of the panic which
took possession of the mob, but five whites
were injured, and none of them fatally. The
total oasualties, however, reached one hun-
dred, ninety-five of whom must have besn

| negroes, thirty-five having been killed ontright

on the retreat.

It would seem that the Demooracy of Ca-
milla sustained the prestige which they have
doubtless acquired on many a well-fonght
fleld. Tifty to four hundred—one to eight—
was about the relative number of the contend-
ing forces thronghout the war. Vide the New
World and Pollard’s ‘‘History of the
Lost Cauee.’”

EpvcATioN IN FrANCE—The Minlster of
FPublle Instrootion in Franoe has published the
“Statistics of Adult Classes for the year 1867-8."
During the pust winter 27,002 adull classes for
men were opened In 20,103 communes, and
4420 clnsses for women 1o 403 communes; and
the number of persons who attended them
amounted to 770878, of whom 05,281 were
women, These figures are, however, inferior
fo those of the preceding year; for, says the
docnment in guestion, if there has been no
falllng off In zeal, and 1If the leachers deaserve
the highest commendation, the winter was
long and rigorous, the cold rendering commus
pleation difficalr, especlally in mountalnous
parts, while to other diffioulties was added tha
dearness of provislons, In some rural com-
munes & portion of the population was come
pelled to emigrate, Yet,ln spile of these ex-
coptional clroumslances, a general dedire to
atfend the adult classes was evidenl; mar
ried men and women, In many Instances
no longer young, were often to be seen at th®
evening schools for months. Of the whole
pumber that attendsd the adull olasses, at least
one-half were In a slate of complete ignorance,
or had & most ilmperfecl knowledge of the most
elementiary matters; and 1t appsars that there
were certainly not elghtesn thousand wiho falled
to derive any appreciable advantage from thelr
attendapce &L the olasses. In Algerla elghty-
Lwo olakses were oponed for men, and Lwenly-
two for women, durlng the year, ‘I'ne whole of
Lthete were evenlng olasses, and open Lo all

without any oharge whalever, Of the leachers,
olghty-seven wore laymen, and only seventssn
belonging Lo religious soolelles. The tolal
number of persons who attended the schdols
Waa twenty-flve hundred and forty-elght men
and two hundred and sevonty-four women. A
comparison 15 made belween the siate of pri-
mary education at the present time and that of
thiriy-five years ago, when primary schools
were organized In all the communes of France.
In 1833 the proportion of illiterate consaripts
was 48 83 per cont ; in 1558 it was 84 10 per oent.;
A gain of 14 ¢4 per cont. In twenly yoars, or 078
per annum, The adult clanses are gradaoally
belng completed by the addition of soholastio
libraries, the toschers, as well as the poor soho-
lars themselves, contribu'ing the colleations,
The movemeont 18 0 unanimous, says the report
in question, that It eannot be arrested, and (b
may sgafely be predicted that before long Franoce
will occupy a high place among the nations
most famons for popular education.

PUBLic LIDRARIES AND BONOOLS IN BPAIN,
~The “Annual of Pablle Instruotion,” pab-
lahed at Madrid, contalos some Interesting de-
Liulls of the vational Iibrarles 1n Bpain. Toe
number of volumes contalned in those esta-
blishments is 1,166,606, spread over the eapilal
and Lhe provioces; the library of Madrid alone
contalns 500,000; thet of the Central University,
300,000; of Barcelona, 150,000; and of Salamnanos,
56,000, There are similar lnstitutions not only
on the continens, but ‘n the Balearic nnd Uann-
ry Isles; that of Palma and Majorea contalns
36,000 volumes, and that of Mahon mnearly
11,000, As to the archives, the entire history of
the coununtry, of its customs and politioal lire
may ba sald to be represented In them: thera
are 70,58 packets of papers in wthe old palage of
Blmuanoas, 35,000 at Aloals de Hemares, 84,000 in
the archives of the Crown of Aragon, and 07,000
inthe national Historical Record office, ALValen-
oln, Corunna, and Majoroa there 1s an immensy
pumber of papers, manusoript volames, ao-
count-books, and parchments preserved wilh
care, and which show the loterest Spain has
pever ceased Lo take In writlen monumenis
and gerious studies, The same publloation
contalns also some Indleations concerning the
general state of lnstruction in the Peninsula
and the adjrcent Islands, There are 27,000
infant schools, attended, according to the last
cengas, by 1,500,000 ehlldren; 77 institations for
tralning teachers, and five for the deaf and
dumb or blind, With respeot to secondary In-
struction, there are 2 establishments of the
first class, 10 of the second, 82 of the third, and
14 loeal Institutions, There are 10 nniversities
for teacning theology, law, medlelne, phar-
macy, the sclences, llleratare, and philosophy.
In addition to those there are several special
sohouls, of which Il are for the fine arus, 1 (or
musie and declamation, 2 for manufactures, 1
for diplomsaey, b for commeree, 17 for naviga-
tion; alko, 20 boarding-schools and 118 private
establishmen!s. The Budget of Pablie Instruo-
tion amounts to 22425,000 reals, but the sums
ralsed for the same object in the proviness and
the communes lncreass the tolal amount ex-
pended on educational purposes to 110,000,000 of
reals,

“Robert Landy" Is well sulted to the abilltles

and siyle of acting of Mr, Edwin Adams,
and, without rising above the conven-
tional, he Is easy, natural, and un-

uflected. The strong polntsa furnished by
the dramatlst are made the most of by the
actor, and the Interest 18 well sustalned
throughout. The best drawn characler in the
plece, however, 1s that of the “Abbe Latour,”
and this type of an intriguing, luxarlous, and
dissolute class, who, more than any olhers,
were the means of bringing on all the horrors
of the French Revolutlon, {8 depleted with
much skill by the playwright, This part was
well acted by Mr, Walcol, whoappenred to haye
an intelligent appreclation of its requiremen ta.
The character of “Catharine Duvail” was as-
sumed by Mlss Grabam, who appeared for the
first time this season in her old position as lead”
ing lady at the Walout, Miss Graham s still
too cold and Inanimate to be considered a
thoroughly good aclress, allthough last evening
she performed wilh muoh real power and effect
in portions of the play.
